DETAILED ACTION 
REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1, 3-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to an optical disc to record unit data generated by division based 
on a specified reproduction unit according to a specified format. 

The independent claims 1 and 7 are identifies the uniquely distinct feature for 
" wherein the closed session processing means generates a menu image including the 
CHP thumbnail image in the cell of VMGM VOBS, which corresponds to a direct menu 
screen page capable of directly selecting CHP, generates menu image link information 
for linking with the menu image, and records the menu image and the menu image link 
information on the optical disc " 

Hisatomi et al., US 7,248,783, discloses in order to search for an image 
recorded on an optical disk 10, a registration trigger is generated automatically or in 
response to an instruction of the user from a microcomputer block 30, a pointer 
indicating the recording position of a main image which is used as an index image in a 
preset area of the optical disk 10 via a data processor 36 and disk drive 32, index image 
data which becomes the index image is created in an encoder section 50 and data is 
recorded from an index image buffer memory 59 into a user menu file on the optical disk 
10 via a formatter 56, data processor 36 and disk drive 32. 
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Iwahara et al., US 2003/0123853, discloses a GUI generating unit displays a 
GUI screen listing a plurality of sets of video content. A playback controlling unit 
performs a playback operation on a set of video content which is selected by a user on 
the GUI screen, and keeps a history of a playback start position and a playback stop 
position. A GUI updating unit updates the GUI screen and displays it, after the playback 
operation by the playback controlling unit. To update the GUI screen, a thumbnail 
generating unit chooses a plurality of pieces of picture data from between the playback 
start position and the playback stop position in the set of video content, and places 
thumbnails of these pieces of picture data on the GUI screen. 

Kushibe et al., US 2003/0068157, discloses in a disc playback apparatus in 
which a plurality of digital versatile discs (DVDs) are loaded in a disc changer, a key- 
image extracting unit causes menu screens recorded on the plurality of loaded DVDs to 
be decoded, and generates predetermined key-image data by reducing video data of 
the menu screens decoded by a video decoder. The key-image extracting unit stores 
the generated key-image data in a hard disk device. An index-screen generating unit 
reads the key-image data stored in the hard disk device to generate and display a 
predetermined index screen including key images produced using the key-image data. 
The disc playback apparatus allows a user to readily grasp the content of the DVDs 
loaded therein. 
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None of the prior art, either singularly or in combination, fails to anticipate or 
render the above underlined limitations obvious. Claims 3-6 are dependent on claim 1 
and therefore dependent claims also allowable
